Nearly IOO Dead 
As Result of 
Violent Storms 


Thousands of 
Autos Abandoned 
On City Streets 


NEW YORK m —New York City 
and its three-state 
metropolitan 
area was almost paralyzed today 
by a pair of violent storms that 
blanketed the city with more than 
16 inches of snow. 
Nearly IOO persons were dead as 
a result of the two storms. Eighty- 
three persons died in the first blow 
which hit Friday with near-blizzard 
force across the mid-Atlantic and 
New England states. 
Ten more 
were reported dead in the second 
stage of winter’s dying one-two 
punch. 
Tens of thousands of abandoned 
autos were stalled on city streets 
and along the nearby highways 
and parkways in New Jersey, Con­ 
necticut and New York. 
lo New York City alone police 
said 10,000 autos were abandoned 
and some 3,000 persons spent all 
or part of the night in stranded 
cars.

Subway 
service 
collapsed 
to 
many outlymg sections of the city. 
Two New Jersey cum muter train 
lines stopped running. Other trains 
were delayed from a few minutes 
up to two hours on some long 
distance routes. Schools, stores and 
factories were closed by the hun­ 
dreds. 
The latest snow which began 
lazily about church time Sunday 
morning'had piled 12 inches in the 
city by 8:30 a. rn. today. It added 
to a 4 1*2 inch fall which stalled 
traffic on Friday. 
It wa* the second heaviest fall 
since the Christmas weekend “big 
snow” of 1947. A record 25.8 inches 
fell then in 24 hours. A December, 
1948, snowstorm buried the city 
under 16.7 inches. 
The end-of-winter storm followed 
a hurricane path up the Atlantic 
Coast ort the heels of the storm 
which blew with blizzard strength 
out of the Midwest on Friday. 
Spring is only one day off. but 
it seemed to be coming in on snow­ 
shoes. There was no prediction of 
warmer temperatures. 
The snow traveled up from the 
mountains of North Carolina and 
across Virginia and Pennsylvania 
and swept across New York-New 
Jersey and southern New England.

Khrushchev Speech 
Reveals Misdeeds of 
Lafe Russian Leader 


MOSCOW IP — Soviet citizens 
long indoctrinated with the idea 
that the late Josef Stalin was the 
greatest and wisest leader of them 
all won’t find it easy to change 
their views about him, 
reliable 
sources said today. 
The speech made to a closed 
session of the Soviet Communist 
Party on Feb. 24 by Nikita S. 
Khrushchev reportedly struck 
at 
the very heart of the Stalin legend. 
It is said to reveal that the late 
premier 
and Communist 
Party 
chief committed serious misdeeds 
which harmed the Soviet Union. 
Since then, these charges have 
been aired and discussed at thou­ 
sands of party meetings all over 
the country by an army of propa­ 
gandists and party officials. 
It probably was a tremendous 
shock to the average party mem 
ber to hear Stalin’s record detailed 
so unfavorably point by point. 
One young Russian 
who was 
present at one of these meetings 
said there was a minute of stun­ 
ned silence after reading of the 
statement by the unit secretary. 
Rewrite History 
Undoubtedly,

this was the first reaction of many 
Russians who were brought up to J 
look on Stalin as a great, wise 
leader striving for the welfare of 
the Soviet people and all mankind. 
East German Communist Lead- 1 
cr Walter Ulbricht in a similar

Stalin as a ruthless erring dictator j 
who

against his own party comrades. 
He said Stalin, by setting him­ 
self up over the Communist Par­ 
ty’s top councils, fostered a “fuehr­

Local Physicians 
Receive Information 
From Polio Foundation 


Harrisburg physicians have re­ 
ceived from the National Founda­ 
tion the latest information on tak­ 
ing Balk polio shots. 
The information has been divided 
into three parts, as follows: 
1. Do not give booster shots be­ 
tween now and July I. There is 
minimal risk, if, in fact, any at 
all, in giving primary or booster 
shots during the polio season. 
2. The exact interval between 
the first and second dose is not 
critical, so long as it is not less 
than two weeks. 
In fact, longer 
intervals seem to be advantageous; 
therefore, the second dose may be 
,fiven at any time without losing 
Hie benefit of the first. 
3. However, the third dose should 
be given 
not less 
than 
seven 
months after the second, but may 
be given at any length of time 
hereafter without losing the’bene- 
fits of the previous inoculations.

Officials said they are frankly 
worried about the way the disease 
has flared up recently in a num ber 
of states. They efar it may spread 
to other areas if steps are not tak­ 
en to check it. 
“The situation could be danger­ 
ous,” Dr. C. C. Dauer said. 
“ It 
suggests many children 
haven’t 
been getting their diphtheria shots 
the way they should and that many 
adults have lost their im m unity.” 
The service urged parents to see 
to it that their children get at least 
four diphtheria shots before they 
enter school. At least two injections 
—about a month apart—should be 
given at the third or fourth month 
of life. 
The child should receive at least 
one booster shot at about 18 months 
and still another when he enters 
School. Some authorities also rec­ 
ommend continuing the boosters to 
maintain a high level of immunity 
through high school. 
The health service said adults 
would be well advised to check 
their immunity too. 
For the last decade or so, the 
number 
of cases 
of diphtheria 
dropped sharply each year. But in 
1955, there were almost as many 
cases as in 1954. And in the last 
half of the year there was a 9 per 
cent increase.
